To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Greenville  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Community 
Hall  in  the  Town  House  in  said  Greenville  on  Tuesday, 
the  Eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  then  and  there  to  bring  in  your  ballots  for  the 
following  town  officers: 

Town  Clerk  for  one  year;  one  Selectman  for  three 
years;  Town  Treasurer  for  one  year;  Tax  Collector  for 
one  year;  Highway  Agent  for  one  year;  one  Water  Com- 
missioner for  three  years;  one  Water  Commissioner  for 
one  year;  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  one  year;  one 
Library  Trustee  for  three  years;  two  Auditors  for  one 
year;  and  three  Fire  wards  for  one  year. 

And  at  eight  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same 
day,  at  the  Town  Hall  Auditorium,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  not  chosen 
by  the  Australian  ballot.

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Will- 
iam H.  Doonan,  at  10:05  A.M.  After  the  reading  of  the 
Warrant  by  the  Moderator,  the  polls  were  opened  for  vot- 
ing by  Australian  ballot. 

At  5:15  P.M.  it  was  voted  to  close  the  polls  at  6  P.M. 

At  8  P.M.  of  the  same  day,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn  the 
meeting  until  the  following  evening,  Wednesday,  March 
11th,  at  7:30  P.M. 

At  7:30  P.M.  on  March  11th,  1959,  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  and  the  articles  in  the 
Warrant  were  disposed  of  as  follows: 

Article  1:  For  Town  Officers  chosen,  see  page  3  of  this 
report. 

Article  2:  See  Selectmen's  report  for  appropriations 
made. 

Article  3:  Voted  to  accept  reports  of  agents,  auditors, 
committees  and  officers  as  printed  in  the 
Town  Report,  with  the  exception  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Water  Commission. 

Article  4:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Article  5:  Voted  not  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Di- 
vision of  Municipal  Accounting,  State  Tax 
Commission. 

Article  6:  Voted  to  raise  $25.00  to  be  expended  in  co- 
operation with  the  New  Hampshire  Fores- 
try and  Recreation  Commission  for  the 
opening  and  maintaining  of  trails  and  old 
roads  for  forest  fire  protection,  the  Com- 
mission to  provide  a  matching  sum  not  in 
excess  of  $25.00  for  this  purpose. 

Article  7:  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  for 
a  war  memorial  to  be  placed  on  the  land  op- 
posite the  Legion  Hall,  to  be  known  as 
"Marsh  Memorial  Park"  and  a  suitable 
placque  installed,  payment  of  same  to  be 
taken  from  the  Myrtle  Marsh  Fund.  Voted 
that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of 
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three  to  accompish  this.  The  following  per- 
sons were  named  to  the  committee:

Article  12:  Voted  to  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$6,000  for  the  purpose  of  making  improve- 
ments to  Adams  Hill  Road. 

Article  13:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Treasurer  to  borrow  not  exceeding  $3,000 
for  the  Water  Commission,  to  be  repaid  by 
said  Water  Commission  at  $1,000  per  year. 

Article  14:  Voted  not  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Budget  Laws.  Voted  to  instruct 
the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  Committee  of 
9,  consisting  of  one  Selectman,  one  School 
Board  member,  and  the  majority  of  the 
other  seven  property  owners,  as  a  Budget 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  this  Com- 
mittee also  to  investigate  the  Municipal 
Budget  Laws  and  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.

REPORT  OF  FIREWARDS 

During  the  year  1959  we  had  one  minor  fire.  Assist- 
ance was  given  on  two  occasions  in  the  Town  of  Mason 
during  the  past  year.  We  also  assisted  at  the  fire  at 
Gibbs'  in  the  Town  of  New  Ipswich. 

One  fire  hydrant  was  found  out  of  order  when  flushed 
out  this  last  summer.  It  was  replaced  with  one  we  had 
repaired.  A  new  hydrant  has  been  ordered  of  a  newer 
type  to  be  used  in  case  of  emergency. 

Fire  drills  were  held  last  spring  by  burning  dry  hay 
fields  that  have  not  been  cut  for  one  or  two  years;  it  was 
a  good  work  out  for  all  firemen;  at  the  same  time  the 
fields  were  burned  for  the  protection  of  surrounding 
neighbors.

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PREVENTION  IS  EVERBODY'S  BUSINESS 

The  year  1959  was  fortunate  from  a  forest  fire  stand- 
point. New  Hampshire  had  the  best  record  in  the  na- 
tion. Fewer  acres  were  burned,  suppression  costs  were 
substantially  reduced  and  damage  to  woodlands  held  to 
a  minimum.  The  record  resulted  from  a  combination  of 
favorable  weather  conditions,  an  alert  warden  service  and 
a  cooperating  public. 

Yet,  despite  all  this,  there  still  persists  a  disturbing 
note.  58%,  or  6  out  of  every  10  fires  in  1959  were  caused 
by  careless  smokers  and  debris  burners. 

10%,  or  1  out  of  every  9  fires  was  caused  by  children. 

Careless,  indifferent,  thoughtless  and  independent 
minded  individuals  and  failure  of  parents  to  properly 
supervise  children  and  keep  matches  out  of  their  reach, 
annually  cause  these  unnecessary  fires  which  cost  large 
sums  to  extinguish  and  cause  extensive  damage.  The 
elimination  of  these  three  causes  of  fires  would  radically 
change  this  picture.   The  rules  are  simple  — 

1.  Before  burning,  secure  a  permit  from  your  local  for- 
est fire  warden  —  the  law  requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving 

it. 

4.  Don't  throw  lighted  matches,  cigars  and  cigarettes 
from  moving  vehicles  —  use  your  ash  tray. 

5.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  Use  your  town  dump  and 
save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty,  both  personal 
and  financial.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 

CHAMBERLIN  FREE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

YEAR  OF  1959 

Statistics  are  apt  to  be  rather  dull  reading  but  they  are 
better  able  to  convey  the  extent  of  library  service  than 
mere  words. 

In  the  past  year,  6,179  persons  have  visited  the  library 
and  this  is  an  increase  of  89  over  the  previous  year.  7,048 
books  —  fiction  and  non  fiction  —  have  been  loaned.  This 
figure  represents  745  more  books  read  than  in  1958  and 
346  of  these  were  non-fiction,  an  indication  that  people 
are  reading  better  literature  and  using  more  reference 
material. 

Once  again  the  library  sponsored  a  reading  contest 
during  June,  July  and  August  for  Grades  3  through  6. 
38  young  people  qualified  by  reading  at  least  four  books. 
Also  for  the  first  time,  the  librarian  held  a  story  hour 
from  2-3  p.m.  during  the  month  of  June  on  every  Friday 
afternoon.  This  was  for  Grades  1  and  2.  25  youngsters 
seemed  to  enjoy  it  and  are  asking  for  a  repeat  perform- 
ance. On  August  25  in  the  community  hall  three  movies 
were  shown  to  the  children  who  participated  in  the  read- 
ing contest  and  the  story  hour.  The  public  school  loaned 
their  movie  projector  and  the  films  were  borrowed 
through  the  State  Library  free  of  charge.  Cookies  and 
punch  were  served  by  the  librarian  assisted  by  Miss  Val- 
erie Vaillancourt. 

We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  gift  of  books  and 
magazines  from  Mrs.  J.  W.  Buttrick,  Sr.,  Mrs.  Eugene 
Roe,  Mrs.  Russell  Kimball,  Mrs.  James  Hitchcock  and 
Miss  Valerie  Vaillancourt.  Memorial  books  have  been 
given  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Marietta  Wiggin  by  Greenville 
Woman's  Club  and  Miss  Emma  Oliver  by  Ivy  Rebekah 
Lodge. 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  event  of  the  library  year 
was  our  observance  of  National  Library  Week  in  April. 
An  Open  House  was  held  Tuesday  evening,  the  14th,  and 
was  attended  by  100  guests.  Miss  Doreen  Harper  of  the 
State  Library  was  present  and  showed  two  movies  and 
explained  the  film-loan  program.  Refreshments  were 
served  by  the  trustees.  Mrs.  J.  W.  Buttrick  presided  over 
the  punch  table  and  was  assisted  by  young  girls  dressed 
as  story  book  characters.  A  book  and  red  rosebud  was 
presented  Mrs.  Emily  Wiggins,  our  oldest  reader,  and 
young  Andrew  Pelletier  received  a  book  as  the  youngest 
reader  present.  The  Sacred  Heart  School  took  part  in  a 
poster  contest  which  was  won  by  Georgette  Fournier  and 
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Greenville  Public  School  submitted  essays,  winner  of 
which  was  Peter  Phipps.  Judges  were  Mrs.  Howard  E. 
Green,  Miss  Doris  Wheeler,  Mrs.  Joseph  P.  Pelletier.  An 
exhibit  of  science  books  was  on  display  in  the  window  of 
the  Greenville  Electric  Lighting  Co. 

Exhibits  of  books  to  foster  interest  in  reading  were 
made  for  the  Lenten  season,  vacation  time,  and,  with  the 
opening  of  school,  a  science  book  shelf  was  established 
to  make  material  more  readily  available  to  students.  An 
exhibit  was  arranged  featuring  the  150th  anniversary  of 
the  birth  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  also  to  commemorate 
Washington's  birthday.  A  new  World  Globe  has  been 
purchased  and  has  been  put  to  good  use.  The  Bookmo- 
mile  still  makes  quarterly  visits  to  the  library,  and  we 
have  borrowed  89  books  on  various  subjects .  from  the 
State  Library.  Collections  of  books  have  been  loaned  to 
the  teachers  for  supplementary  reading  in  the  class 
room  and  the  children  from  the  various  grades  have 
visited  with  their  teachers.  Library  usage  was  explained 
by  the  librarian  and  collections  of  books  were  on  display 
during  their  visits. 

The  librarian  and  two  trustees,  Mrs.  J.  W.  Buttrick  and 
Eugene  H.  Coffin,  attended  several  Neighborhood  Meet- 
ings in  the  past  year.  On  March  24,  S.  Lyndeboro  Li- 
brary was  host  to  a  meeting  on  book  selection  which 
proved  to  be  most  helpful.  On  August  18  we  were  the 
guests  of  the  Daland  Memorial  Library  in  Mont  Vernon 
for  the  50th  anniversary  celebration  of  its  founding.  In 
November  the  Neighborhood  Meeting  was  held  at  the 
Wadleigh  Memorial  Library  in  Milford  where  there  was 
an  informative  discussion  of  reference  books.  All  li- 
brarians present  were  given  the  opportunity  to  choose 
a  reference  book  from  those  on  display  for  their  own  li- 
brary. We  had  three  choices  and  were  fortunate  to  be 
awarded  our  second  choice,  "The  Hand  Book  of  Nature 
Study"  by  Ann  Comstock. 

On  July  16  the  librarian  and  trustees  met  with  the 
assistant  state  librarian,  Emil  Allen,  Jr.,  who  explained 
the  possibility  of  this  library  receiving  state  aid  to  the 
value  of  $200.00  worth  of  books  in  a  non-fiction  field. 
After  consideration,  it  was  thought  wise  to  make  an  ap- 
plication for  such  state  aid.  We  were  not  one  of  the  five 
libraries  chosen  for  this  year,  but  we  may  make  applica- 
tion again  next  year  and  hope  we  will  be  one  of  the  li- 
braries chosen  in  the  near  future. 

The  past  year  would  seem  to  have  been  a  busy  and 
profitable  one  in  terms  of  library  service.  It  is  hoped  that 
every  one  becomes  a  frequent  patron  of  the  library,  con- 
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scious  of  the  fact  that  we  must  all  "Wake  Up  and  Read", 
for  informed  people  are  alert  people.

REPORT  OF  THE  WAR  MEMORIAL  COMMITTEE 

The  landscaping  of  the  Myrtle  M.  Marsh  Memorial 
Park  has  been  completed.  A  stone  retaining  wall  was 
built  as  well  as  steps  and  walkway  to  the  Memorial*. 
Shrubbery  has  been  planted  and  the  granite  curbing  and 
Memorial  foundation  have  been  installed.  We  are  grate- 
ful to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Narcisse  Morneau  for  the  donation  of 
a  flag  pole  which  has  been  installed  behind  the  Memorial. 
The  World  War  I  plaque  has  been  removed  from  the  orig- 
inal monument  to  be  cleaned  in  order  to  match  the  new 
World  War  II  plaque. 

A  policy  had  to  be  made  on  which  names  should  ap- 
pear on  the  plaque.  It  was  decided  that  the  fairest 
policy  would  be  to  list  the  names  of  those  who  resided 
in  Greenville  at  the  time  of  entering  the  service.  All 
names  submitted  were  checked  by  the  Adjutant  General's 
office.  All  names  that  were  not  certified  by  the  Adjutant 
General's  office  as  having  been  residents  of  Greenville 
at  the  time  of  enlistment  were  contacted  personally  to 
determine  if  the  records  were  correct.  This  program  took 
a  great  deal  of  time  causing  a  delay  in  ordering  the 
plaque,  however,  the  committee  felt  that  it  was  worth 
the  extra  time  and  effort  to  insure  the  proper  listing  of 
names. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  due  to  the 
delay  in  ordering  the  plaque,  that  the  dedication  should 
be  postponed  until  warmer  weather.  The  dedication  is 
planned  for  May  at  which  time  plans  have  been  made 
to  have  His  Excellency  Governor  Wesley  Powell  present 
for  the  dedication.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Greenville,  I  re- 
spectfully submit  my  third  annual  report  as  your  Super- 
intendent of  Schools. 

STAFF  AND  INSTRUCTION 
The  Greenville  School  opened  this  Fall  with  two 
changes  in  staff.  The  changes  were  brought  about  by  the 
departure  of  Mrs.  Delphine  Crafts,  teacher  of  grades  one 
and  two,  who  resigned  to  teach  in  the  South  and  Mrs. 
Jessie  McMann,  who  resigned  to  go  into  the  business 
world.  Mr.  William  Manley  continues  as  teacher  of  grades 
seven  and  eight  and  Principal  of  the  building.  Miss  Jo- 
anne O' Sullivan  continues  as  teacher  of  grades  five  and 
six.  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Davis  of  Jaffrey,  New  Hampshire  and 
a  graduate  of  Posse-Nissen  College  in  Boston  was  hired 
to  teach  in  the  primary  room,  to  replace  Mrs.  Crafts.  Mrs. 
Davis  taught  Physical  Education  in  the  Jaffrey  Public 
Schools  from  1927  to  1932  and  in  the  Raymond  School  in 
Royalston  Center,  Massachusetts  from  1957  to  1959  as 
School  Principal  and  teacher  of  grades  one  and  two.  Mrs. 
Beatrice  Taylor,  formerly  of  Concord  and  Plymouth,  New 
Hampshire,  presently  living  in  Greenville,  was  hired  to 
teach  in  grades  three  and  four  as  a  replacement  for  Mrs. 
McMann.  Mrs.  Taylor  attended  Plymouth  Teachers  Col- 
lege and  has  been  teaching  since  1921  in  Plymouth,  Or- 
ford,  and  Wentworth,  New  Hampshire,  and  from  1944- 
1945  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.  The  District  was  fortun- 
ate in  adding  two  such  fine  teachers  to  the  staff  and  to- 
gether with  the  former  teachers,  it  is  felt  that  one  of  the 
finest  teaching  staffs  in  many  years  is  presently  in  oper- 
ation at  the  Greenville  School.  Miss  Elsie  Wheeler  as 
Music  Supervisor  and  teacher.  Mr.  Charles  Roots  con- 
tinues as  School  Custodian.  The  health  department  of 
the  school  is  being  adequately  taken  care  of  by  Mrs.  Laila 
Luhtala  of  New  Ipswich,  who  is  School  Nurse,  in  place 
of  Miss  Sybil  Beatham,  who  resigned,  and  Dr.  Wellwood, 
School  Health  Officer. 

The  program  in  Conversational  French  which  was  in- 
itiated last  year  unfortunately  had  to  be  terminated  this 
year,  due  to  the  fact  that  no  teacher  was  available  to 
handle  this  type  of  instruction.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  fu- 
ture it  will  be  possible  to  continue  instruction  in  this 
area,  either  by  the  hiring  of  a  teacher  or  through  the 
medium  of  Educational  Television. 

In  the  area  of  instruction,  progress  is  being  made  to 
provide  better  training  for  children  in  the  upper  grade 
rooms  by  having  Mr.  Manley  and  Miss  O'Sullivan  teach 
subject  areas  to  these  two  rooms.   At  this  time  Miss  O'- 
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Sullivan  is  teaching  all  of  the  History  and  Geography  in 
the  fifth  through  the  eighth  grade  and  Mr.  Manley  is 
handling  all  the  Science  and  Language  Arts.  Each  of  the 
teachers  feels  more  qualified  in  the  areas  in  which  they 
are  teaching  and  also  get  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  from 
teaching  in  areas  of  their  choice.  Capitalizing  on  the  in- 
terests and  special  abilities  of  the  teachers,  it  seems  is  an 
advisable  method  by  which  to  provide  the  best  education 
possible  for  the  children  of  Greenville. 

Just  recently  the  School  Board  purchased  two  television 
sets  for  the  use  of  the  school  to  provide  opportunities  for 
taking  advantage  of  the  Educational  Television  offerings 
which  are  being  presented  over  Channel  11.  Previous  to 
the  purchase  of  these  two  sets,  the  School  Club  had  pur- 
chased two  used  receivers,  but  all  efforts  to  put  them  into 
serviceable  condition  failed  and  it  became  necessary  for 
the  Board  to  purchase  these  sets  if  TV  was  to  be  available 
during  the  present  school  year.  It  is  expected  that  within 
a  short  time  teachers  will  become  accustomed  to  utilizing 
this  new  medium  and  using  the  offerings  in  the  areas  of 
Literature,  Science,  Social  Studies  and  even  Foreign 
Languages  to  supplement,  expand  and  strengthen  the  in- 
structional level  of  the  school.  You  are  referred  to  last 
year's  Superintendent's  Report  for  a  delineation  of  the 
advantages  and  possibilities  made  available  by  the  use 
of  this  teaching  aid. 

The  constant  problem  of  finding  good  teachers,  inter- 
ested in  teaching  in  small  communities,  in  multiple 
graded  rooms,  was  attacked  this  past  year  from  a  little 
bit  different  point  of  view  and  ultimately  led  to  the  hiring 
of  one  of  the  present  teachers.  Since  all  avenues  which 
were  approached  to  find  capable  teachers  did  not  mater- 
ialize, an  advertisement  for  well  qualified  instructors  was 
placed  in  some  nine  newspapers  in  New  Hampshire  and 
Maine.  As  a  result  of  this  advertising,  many  well  quali- 
fied, interested  and  trained  candidates  were  uncovered 
and  through  a  screening  process  of  the  some  sixty  to 
seventy  responses,  teachers  were  ultimately  selected,  not 
only  for  a  vacancy  in  Greenville,  but  also  for  other  towns 
in  the  Union.  This  experiment  has  added  considerable  en- 
couragement to  the  almost  yearly  process  of  searching 
for  well  qualified  teachers.  It  is  hoped  that  if  vacancies 
develop  in  the  future,  this  method  can  continue  to  be 
used  with  similar  success. 

During  this  past  school  year,  all  school  districts  of  the 
country  have  become  affected  by  National  Legislation 
which  was  passed  September  5,  1958  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States.  This  Act,  the  National  Defense  Educa- 
tion   Act,    made    available    to    educational    institutions 
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throughout  the  country  some  billion  dollars  to  strengthen 
educational  effort.  It  seems  that  by  the  mere  title  of  this 
Act,  Congress  shows  awareness  that  the  very  defense  of 
this  country  hinges  upon  the  educational  and  intellectual 
level  of  its  citizenry  and  is  willing  to  spend  such  an 
amount  for  strengthening  education  in  the  United  States. 
The  most  important  provision  of  this  Act,  as  far  as  the 
town  of  Greenville  is  concerned,  is  Title  Three,  which  pro- 
vides for  money  to  strengthen  education  beyond  the  usual 
effort  of  a  community,  in  the  areas  of  Math,  Science  and 
Foreign  Languages.  Funds  made  available  by  the  Na- 
tional Defense  Act  are  provided  on  a  matching  basis, 
each  dollar  that  is  expended  to  strengthen  education  is 
matched  by  a  dollar  of  Federal  funds.  Greenville's  share 
of  this  huge  allotment  of  money  amounts  to  some  $135.00 
each  year  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  School  Board 
has  already  voted  to  expend  money  available  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  portable  Science  Laboratory  bench  and  related 
equipment  for  adequately  implementing  instruction  in 
Science,  in  grades  one  through  eight.  Money  is  also  being 
provided  to  defray  the  costs  of  the  television  sets  presently 
within  the  building.  Money  for  the  further  strengthening 
of  instruction  will  be  provided  in  the  next  two  school 
years  under  the  present  Act.  It  is  expected  that  upon 
termination  of  the  time  limit  of  the  current  Act,  addi- 
tional legislation  will  be  passed. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 
The  general  condition  of  the  plant  is  good.  Due  to 
favorable  action  on  two  articles  provided  within  the 
School  Warrant  last  year,  improvement  has  been  made 
to  the  building  by  the  installation  of  an  outside  stairway 
on  the  back  of  the  building  and  also  to  the  grounds  by  the 
addition  of  a  fence  across  the  rear  of  the  playground  area. 
The  additional  outside  stairway  provides  an  additional 
safety  factor  to  the  children  of  the  upper  rooms  in  case 
of  a  fire  or  other  similar  emergency. 

In  keeping  with  the  general  plan  of  performing  some 
kind  of  maintenance  on  the  building  each  year,  an  addi- 
tional classroom,  at  present  occupying  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grade  classes,  is  to  be  painted  if  the  present  budget  is 
accepted  as  presented. 

SPECIAL  ARTICLES 
The  special  articles  in  the  Warrant  relate  to  two  areas 
of  vital  interest  to  all  citizens  of  the  community.  Article 
No.  9  offers  the  voters  of  the  School  District  an  oppor- 
tunity to  enter  into  a  flat  fee  contract  with  Appleton 
Academy  as  was  voted  last  year  to  provide  for  the  High 
School  education  of  Greenville  children.    This  year  the 
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flat  fee  requested  by  Appleton  Academy  calls  for  $23,150, 
whereas  at  the  time  of  this  writing,  the  amount  of  money 
budgeted  for  the  secondary  education  of  the  children  of 
Greenville  at  Appleton  Academy  amounts  to  $24,800.  The 
decision  as  to  choice  in  this  matter  lies  with  the  citizens 
of  Greenville.  It  seems,  however,  that  with  an  average 
dropout  rate  over  the  last  five  years  of  approximately 
13%,  that  it  would  be  financially  advantageous  to  the 
District,  to  send  pupils  to  the  Academy  on  a  per  pupil 
basis.  It  is  worthy  to  note  that  the  contract  fee  for  this 
year  with  Appleton  Academy  of  $18,074  has  meant  that 
High  School  pupils  have  been  trained  at  a  cost  of  ap- 
proximately $330  per  pupil,  as  compared  with  the  State 
average  of  $388  per  pupil.  In  this  case,  the  flat  fee  figure 
has  actually  meant  a  saving  of  some  $3,000  over  the  per 
pupil  basis  for  sending  pupils  to  High  School. 

The  other  articles  in  the  Warrant  relate  to  the  matter 
of  bus  transportation  and  were  inserted  within  the  War- 
rant because  of  a  desire  of  the  School  Board  to  explore 
all  possible  avenues  and  means  by  which  the  overall  costs 
of  the  School  District  could  be  reduced.  Since  the  costs 
of  transportation  have  risen  from  $4,000  in  1957-58  to  an 
estimated  $6,000  in  1960-61,  this  seemed  like  a  suitable 
area  for  investigation.  In  addition,  it  was  found  that  the 
cost  of  bus  transportation  for  the  school  year  1959-60  was 
running  in  the  vicinity  of  72<2  per  mile  which  was  consid- 
erably above  the  State  average  for  transportation  costs. 
As  a  result  of  these  increases  and  facts,  the  School  Board 
spent  some  time  looking  into  the  matter  of  reducing  costs 
to  the  District  by  the  purchase  and  operation  of  a  School 
District  owned  bus.  Even  from  the  start  it  was  fully  un- 
derstood that  even  though  there  would  perhaps  be  some 
financial  savings  to  the  District  which  would  definitely 
be  an  advantage,  there  were  disadvantages  to  School 
ownership  of  a  bus  that  would  have  also  to  be  very  care- 
fully considered  before  the  positive  recommendation 
could  be  made.  In  the  table  below  you  will  see  the  costs 
as  estimated  for  the  operation  of  a  bus  for  a  single  year.

The  maximum  total  costs,  fixed  and  operational,  for 
the  operation  of  this  bus  amounts  to  $3,350.  A  com- 
parison of  this  figure  with  expected  costs  of  transporta- 
tion for  the  main  bus  routes  would  result  in  a  saving  of 
approximately  $1,650.  Such  a  saving  is  certainly  worth 
considerable  thought  by  citizens  of  Greenville,  being  also 
very  careful  to  weigh  the  disadvantages  and  responsibili- 
ties of  public  ownership. 

FINANCE 

The  School  Tax  estimated  for  the  year  1960-61,  accord- 
ing to  the  School  Board's  budget  results  in  an  increase 
over  the  school  tax  assessment  for  1959-60  of  $5,944.55. 
Two  major  areas  of  increase  lie  within  the  budget,  the 
first  in  Item  16,  Transportation,  an  increase  of  $1,142, 
which  has  been  brought  about  by  an  increase  estimate  in 
the  cost  of  Transportation  over  that  cost  which  existed 
last  year.  Part  of  this  increase  was  actually  brought  about 
this  year  when  a  bid  was  received  that  was  above  the  orig- 
inal estimate  which  was  made  by  the  School  Board.  The 
second  area  of  major  increase  is  in  Item  17,  where  an  in- 
crease of  $5,612  exists  due  to  the  additional  numbers  of 
youngsters  Greenville  plans  to  send  to  Appleton  Academy 
and  also  the  increased  cost  per  pupil  from  $330  to  $400, 
an  increase  of  some  $70  per  pupil  because  of  the  favorable 
flat  fee  contract  which  was  voted  by  the  School  District 
last  year.  The  increase  in  Items  7  and  8  in  the  budget  are 
to  take  care  of  increased  expenditures  to  gain  the  bene- 
fits of  the  offerings  of  the  National  Defense  Act  which 
has  already  been  referred  to.  The  apparent  decrease  in 
Item  6  is  not  realistic  because  increases  have  been  pro- 
vided for  the  teachers  of  the  Greenville  School.  However, 
some  teachers  were  hired  at  figures  less  than  those  which 
were  budgeted  for  in  1959-60,  and  in  the  present  school 
year  money  was  budgeted  for  a  language  teacher  which 
is  not  being  budgeted  for  in  the  1960-61  budget.  Item  19, 
increases  $353.94,  due  to  a  relocation  of  teachers'  Social 
Security  which  previously  was  included  within  Item  20. 
It  can  be  noted  that  Item  20  has  been  decreased  by 
$226.55  which  accounts  fully  for  this  transference  of 
teachers'  Social  Security  from  one  item  within  the  bud- 
get to  the  other. 

Several  areas  of  decreased  expenditures  are  evident 
within  the  budget;  in  Item  18,  a  reduction  of  $150  was 
brought  about  by  the  elimination  of  a  special  salary  for 
instruction  in  Physical  Education.  In  Item  21,  a  decrease 
of  $400  exists  due  to  money  being  raised  by  action  of  the 
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School  District  to  install  a  fence  and  in  Item  22,  a  re- 
duction of  $1,031  by  similar  action  for  the  construction 
of  an  outside  escape-way. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Greenville  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Greenville  for 
their  support  and  cooperation  and  assistance  in  helping 
the  teachers  and  me  in  our  efforts  to  provide  quality  edu- 
cation for  children  of  Greenville.

There  was  a  series  of  three  immunization  clinics  con- 
ducted at  the  Community  Hall  on  Main  St.,  in  Green- 
ville on  March  20,  April  17  and  May  22,  at  which  pre- 
school immunization  shots  for  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Tetanus  were  administered,  along  with  Salk  Vaccine 
for  the  prevention  of  Polio. 

At  the  May  Clinic  Small  Pox  Vaccination  was  also 
available  to  pre-schools. 

In  November  a  third  inoculation  of  Salk  Vaccine  was 
given  to  those  having  their  previous  inoculations.  This 
was  available  to  all  age  groups. 

A  great  many  school  age  children  received  their  fourth 
or  booster  shot  of  Salk  Vaccine  at  these  clinics.  Some 
adults  also  received  it.
